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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 21 September 2009 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of Application Number 1 1/150,666 has been reviewed and is accepted. 
The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 21 September 2009 with respect to the new matter 
rejection have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 81-100 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art fails to disclose or suggest, in combination with other 
limitations in the claims, a clip comprising a metal structure and consisting essentially of 
a first arc segment, a second arc segment, and an apex as recited in the claims, 
wherein the metal structure is configured so that the first and second ends of the first 
and second arc segments penetrate breast tissue after being driven through a delivery 
device, the clip does not form a spiral configuration, and thereby substantially 
preventing migration of the clip. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
